Care of Violets 

Those who grow violets in the house from first to last 
can give them better and closer attention at all times. 
If you have not planted as yet lose no time in doing so. 
Plants that were benched in May will now be advancing 
very rapidly and should have every care and encourage- 
ment to promote a nice sturdy growth. Do not neglect 
giving them a good syringing early every morning; this 
will allow the foliage time to dry out nicely before night- 
fall, but during dark or cloudy weather keep your plants 
as dry as possible. During the hot weather damping 
down will be necessary two or three times a day on the 
walks or paths to supply the proper moisture in the at- 
mosphere. Go over the beds every day so there will be 
neither dry spots nor places showing a saturated con- 
dition, for either of these conditions is very detrimental 
to the violet. Ventilate freely both day and night for 
these plants delight in a circulation of fresh air at all 
times. Give the beds a frequent and shallow cultivation 
every week; this will ensure a fine, vigorous growth be- 
cause the soil is open and sweet. Keep them clear of 
runners and all decayed or diseased leaves as they like 
absolute cleanliness in their surroundings. 

Cattleyas 

To grow these orchids successfully they will need 
every care and attention from this out. With the ad- 
vance of the season the weather will be getting hotter 
which will necessitate more ventilation according to out- 
outside conditions. Give walks and under the benches 
a more frequent damping as a moist atmosphere is essen- 
tial to their well being. Do not keep your shading too 
dense for it only makes a soft green growth that cannot 
be compared to those that are getting a stronger light. 
Where it is possible have your cattleyas shaded with lath 
or canvas so they will have the benefit of the early morn- 
ing sun and the late afternoon sun, as well as having full 
light on all sunless days. Apply water to the roots 
whenever the compost appears dry and give them a spray 
overhead on bright days. Keep the plants free from 
thrips and scale by sponging occasionally with a solution 
of nicotine extract, and also give them a light fumigat- 
ing once a week. All plants of Cattleya Mossiae, C. 
Lawrenceanum, C. Mendelii, C. Skinneri, C. Warnerii, 
ete., that are now on the wane should have any potting 
done that is necessary and water sparingly until new 
roots are freely produced. 

Fuchsias : . 

With the rush of other work do not forget to select 
some fuchsias of the most desirable varieties and grow 
them on for stock plants. Those that are in 4-inch pots 
now will make the best. Just as soon as they have filled 
these pots with roots they should have a shift into 6-inch 
pots. Give them a good compost of turfy loam three 
parts, rotten manure and leaf mold one part each. These 
will produce nice large plants with well-matured wood 
by the fall. They can be grown in an airy house dur-

ter; Nepenthes; 





ing the summer months; some grow them outside ; either 
way is good. When the fall comes water should be with- 
held so as to give them a rest of six or eight weeks. 


Palms 

We are at the time when all palms are in active growth 
so see that they have attention in every way. It is an 
indispensable factor not to let the atmosphere here be- 
come close so as to produce stagnant air. Ventilate on 
all favorable occasions to prevent a soft and flabby 
growth. At this season greater attention should be paid 
to the damping of floors, benches, etc. It is advisable 
to thoroughly damp down three times a day in bright 
weather and syringe well over and under the foliage a 
couple of times during the day. Now that growth is 
quite rapid, all palms that are fairly well potbound 
can have some weak liquid manure about once a week. 
Keep a watch and do not allow them to become scale or 
bug-ridden before giving them attention. Pick out the 
dirty ones and give them a thorough sponging with some 
good insecticide such as Aphine. 


Pruning of Flowering Shrubs 


Flowering shrubs should have attention in the way of 
pruning so as to produce a profusion of bloom. One of 
the first requisites to the successful pruning is to be able 
to correctly distinguish between shrubs which ought to 
be pruned in the late winter and those that should be 
pruned during the summer. All shrubs that flower in 
the spring or early summer such as deutzias, calycanthus, 
amygdalus, exochordas, amelanchier, forsythias, many 
spiraeas, and weigelas should be pruned immediately 
after they have done flowering which consists in cutting 
out withered flowering wood down to a good eye. Late 
flowering shrubs such as altheas and hydrangeas should 
be pruned in the winter or early spring. Some individ- 
ual shrubs should receive special study and attention, 
because the time of pruning should vary with habit or 
mode of flowering. 


Sweet Peas 


It is well to remember that for sweet peas to do well 
and to continue long in flower they must be kept cool 
and moist at the roots. Keep the surface of the soil 
moist by a good mulch of stable litter which can be 
placed between the rows. Where you have water facil- 
ities it will pay you to give the whole surface a thor- 
ough soaking twice a week. After the flowers are picked 
give the vines a good syringing in the late afternoon as 
it refreshes them wonderfully and helps to give new 
vigor. See that every flower is picked off so that none 
of them are allowed to go to seed as they will soon get 
exhausted if seed is allowed to stay on the vines. The 
grower who can keep his crop in fair shape after others 
have let their plants go on the wane will be able to com- 
mand a good price for his sweet peas. Look well after 
your plants at this late date and they will pay for the 
trouble.

Shanking 


In attempting to explain some of the causes of this 
vexed question I am well aware of the many complica- 
tions which may collectively or individually be the cause 
of the malady. They are so much on the “inside track” 
of the vine itself that we on the outside find it difficult 
to determine the exact cause in many instances. We can 
that—sometimes correctly, but 
It is a well-known fact 


surmise it is this or 
often, I am afraid, incorrectly. 
that vines that are “on top of their work,” as the saying 
goes, do not shank at any stage. Shanking is a disease 
which finds opportunity to develop by the non-resistance 
of the berries attacked, weak in constitution, unable to 
fight a little for themselves, consequently we find any 
seedless berries which by oversight may have been left in 
the bunch amongst the first to give way. The greatest 
cure undoubtedly is the preventive one and yet in spite 
of all this we will occasionally find a few berries gone, 
a shoulder, perhaps; at other times a few odd berries 
through a rod; other times a whole crop will be affected. 
There are so many probable causes, my intention is to 
name only a few. The first is over-cropping. This in 
itself is enough to upset all other calculations; 
division of the vines may be performing their respective 
functions satisfactorily, and yet like the proverbial 
straw which broke the camel’s back,” that last 





every 


“last 
bunch left on at the time of reducing the crop, may be 
the cause of a little shanking. The size of the bunches 
ought to be taken into consideration at the time of re- 
ducing; extra large bunches which will weigh as much 
With a 
few years of excessive cropping the vines will soon be- 
come weak and nothing less than a rest will recuperate 
them—this all subject to the roots and foliage being in 
good shape. Irregularities here of any kind will read- 
ily show themselves with the subject under the pen. 
Have all the roots 


as two ordinary ones should be counted as two. 


Here is the secret of a right start. 
under control; the drainage must be good always, or the 
roots will soon be rendered useless in a sodden and sour 
soil. Watering must be done with dexterity for a dry 
state is worse than a slightly wet soil with good drain- 
age, while the berries are swelling. The composition of 
the soil should be right or trouble is ahead for sure. 
Attacks from insect pests on the foliage which may 
have incapacitated these vital organs will cause berries 
to shank. Continued fluctuations in the temperature, 
causing chills and checks may result in the same thing. 
Other minor details could be cited but sufficient has been 
said to warrant precaution being taken at every turn. 
Vines in a state of perfect health will not shank; wher- 


invariably be a 


dressed to the office of HORTICU 


ever it is known it must be considered a “teller” of some- 
thing wrong. Late houses with the crop hanging on 
the vines so long are always’ more susceptible to it than 
early ones having the crop removed immediately when 
ripe. 
Vines Finished 

Let the last bunch cut in the early houses be the sig- 
nal of a rest prescription for the vines. Any growths 
which were allowed to roam while the bunches were 
ripe should now be removed and the house thrown wide 
open. Should the border be on the dry side give it a 
good watering. As advised for peach trees a good spray- 
ing with some approved insecticide will clean up any 
pests harboring on the vines and now that the crop has 
been removed a daily syringing will prevent a repetition, 
with the exception of mealy bug. If the glass was 
shaded this should be allowed to wash off gradually. 
Should it not be sufficiently reduced by August first 
to allow of some sun reaching the foliage it should be 
removed with a brush or hose. To remove it all at one 
time will be to take a chance on the foliage burning. 


Apples and Pears to Finish 

To get the best finish—color and flavor—into apples 
and pears that are ripening it will be advisable to place 
them outside where they can have the benefit of sun and 
air. Some convenient spot should be found for them 
near a faucet as they will require water in quantity not 
only at the root but continual spraying overhead will 
assist the half-developed fruit to swell. It will be near 
impossible to keep the roots in a satisfactory condition 
unless the pots are plunged; any sort of soil, ashes or 
manure will answer the purpose. If not protected from 
strong winds piles should be driven in at the end of the 
rows with wires stretched on them to which the stakes 
supporting the trees can be made fast. Should there be 
any doubt of the trees or fruit not standing the sun a 
piece of cheese cloth—double thickness—can be thrown 
over them for a few hours during the hottest part of the 
day, until they are accustomed to it. 


Preparations for Strawberry Layering 

Prepare for taking the strawberry layers for next wil- 
ter’s forcing by having some good soil put through @ 
half-inch seive and the three-inch pots washed on the 
inside at least. A clean pot will always turn out a bet- 
ter ball to the plant than a dirty one with old soil adher- 
ing to the sides. With power of any kind at command to 
drive a pot washing machine the washing of a few thou- 
sand pots is only a small job for a boy.

Painting Over Burners in Glass 

Even in the best quality of glass every now and then 
a streak may be found, that will focus the sun’s rays in 
such a manner as to burn any foliage which may happen 
to lie under it. This, if not remedied, will destroy 
quite some foliage, disfiguring leaves that are not com- 
pletely burned. Watch for these streaks. In houses 
running east and west they may be found on the north 
side of the ridge. The best way is to go around about 
10 o'clock in the morning with a small brush fastened 
to a long stick and a paint pot and paint over all such 


spots. ‘They can be easily seen on the benches. Go 


around again about 1 P. M. and again at 3 or 4 P. M. 
as many spots appear in the afternoon that would not 
be visible in the morning. Do not by any means paint 
the whole pane of glass, for roses need as much sun as 
you can possibly give them. Paint over just the streaks 
and no more. A little lime will do very nicely, or lead 
and gasoline with a little paris green added. This 
should also be done when painting the glass in the cross 
houses where asparagus or smilax is grown. By adding 
the paris green to the white lead and gasoline a nice 
green shade can be had which will be much more sooth- 
ing to eves, than the white Jead and gasoline alone. 


Puttying 
Before painting the sash bars be sure to remove all 
loose putty and fill the empty places with new. See 
that it is properly pressed into the crevices so as to 
allow no place for moisture to lodge. A house well 
painted and puttied should leak but very little in rainy 
weather. 
Painting 
This should receive much more’ attention than is 
usually given in a good many places. It is a losing 
game to let all the houses go unpainted to save the cost 


of painting. Houses that seldom receive a coat of paint 
will quickly decrease in value.- I have seen houses that 
have stood for 22 years or more and are still as good as 
new ones, and have never been repaired outside of 
broken glass—but, these houses always received a coat 
of paint every two years—one year inside and the next 
on the outside. This paint was used very thin—not so 
as to crack and peel inside of two years. 

When painting on the inside it is a very good idea to 
stretch a large piece of canvas or other thick cloth over 
the area to be painted. This cloth is put on the out- 
side which will make it possible for the men to look 
right to the work without the sun hurting their eyes. 
And the air in the house right around them will be much 
cooler. As soon as one part is finished, the canvas can 
be moved along. This same piece of canvas can be ar- 
ranged so as to shade the men when they are painting 
the outside also. 

Building New Houses 

Many growers who put up their own houses fail to 
paint the ends of the bars before nailing them. It is very 
important to dip or paint them well with pure white 
lead and linseed oil. Another place where paint is 
needed is the sides. It pays to paint thoroughly both 
sides of the siding. Do not think of using tar. Use 
thin paint, or even linseed alone. This may seem a 
rather expensive operation at the start, but it is money 
well invested and any wide-awake grower will say the 
same. r 

Side Ventilation 

As soon as the houses are planted, side ventilators can 
be opened, providing of course that the plants are not 
soft and will withstand any draught that may result. 
Should the plants be soft try to harden them a little 
hefore using much side air. 





New England’s Mountain Laurel 
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On June 18th, a privileged party of 
five left Boston intent on seeing the 
Queen of New England shrubs on her 
native heath. The party was met at 
Ayer Junction by Mr. H. Huebner, at 
whose hospitable invitation the trip 
was made. A couple of automobiles 
were in waiting and an exhilarating 
20-mile drive lead through ancient 
Groton, across a broad vale, past the 
Townsends to the hills around Ashby. 
En route, the party was joined by a 
nature lover, who acted as guide to a 
Spot alongside a railroad track, where 
heather had become naturalized. A 
Patch of moorland about 100 yards 
deep and 40 yards wide was carpeted 
with Scotland’s favorite shrub. 

On entering the low hills, the kalmia 
put in appearance, at first sporadically 
but soon in riotous quantity. In the 
woodlands the flowers were nearly all 
white, but in the open hillsides all 


shades to deep rosy pink charm the 
eye. On one hillside in particular, it 
formed a dense jungle, higher than a 
man’s head, swept level by the winds. 
The handsome, laurel-like leaves were 
completely hidden by huge rounded 
masses of exquisite, saucer-shaped 
flowers, each with its whorl of recum- 
bent, irritable stamens. I have seen 
the moorlands of England and Scot- 
land covered in season with Heather, 
Gorse and Broom; the Alpine regions 
of Siberia with their carpet of herbs; 
the forests of Western China and the 
Alpine regions of Anterior Thibet with 
their miles of gorgeous-flowered rhodo- 
dendrons. The Kalmia of Eastern 
North America is worthy to rank with 
any of these, and is not one whit less 
ornamental. Handsome at all times 
and absolutely hardy, it stands in a 
place apart, the grandest of all ever- 
green shrubs New England boasts. An 
aristocrat, fitting company for the very 
best, yet of simple accommodating 


tastes. No garden or estate in the 
temperate zone can afford to deny it 
a prominent place. 

The view from these kalmia-clad 
hills is pretty and pleasing—a broad, 
well-wooded valley, encircled by round- 
ed hills, farmsteads and townships 
peeping out amongst the trees, all 
bathed in warm sunshine and the 
party was loathe to tear itself away. 
from nature’s resplendent garden. 

Returning by a devious route, we en- 
joyed the hospitality of our host, final- 
ly departing reluctantly, yet satisfied 
with what we had seen. No attempt 
to express the pleasure Mr. Huebner 
afforded us is made. His enthusiasm 
was infectious, and the day will live in 
our memories as one of lasting joy. 
There are days above others when it 
is good to be alive. June 18th was 
unanimously voted as such by the 
party.

As is well known by all who read the 
Secret English horticultural journals, the prac- 
commissions tice of giving special commissions by 
nurserymen and seedsmen to gardeners 
and superintendents of estates. on business turned in 
by the latter had assumed such character and _propor- 
tions in Great Britain a few years ago as to become a 
public scandal and to call for the adoption of repressive 
legislation with severe penalties for violation of its 
provisions, It is to the great credit of the American 
gardeners that the custom has never become general in 
this country. The principle involved is one that seri- 
ously concerns and affects the moral and social standing 
of the gardener as well as the dealer who directly or in- 
directly seeks to extend his trade by the proffering of 
an inducement which has been legally declared to be a 
bribe. It is notorious that the gardeners on private 
estates are inadequately paid, here as well as abroad, 
and this is particularly true of the more skilled mem- 
bers of the craft—those who are intrusted with heavy 
responsibilities calling for marked executive ability im 
addition to an all-round horticultural knowledge with 
also engineering skill added. To secure better recogni- 
tion of their just merits and command a fair recompense 
for their services as compared with that offered in other 
vocations requiring equal intelligence and proficiency 
is something for which every gardener should earnestly 
strive. To attempt to eke out a mean and slender sal- 
ary by demanding or accepting secret commissions is 
to degrade the profession which he should seek to ele- 
vate rather, and to put farther and farther away the 
day when his practical knowledge and attainment: will 
be more adequately recompensed than has been the case 
hitherto. ;

Additional Features of the Great Show

Herbaceous Plants. 


The season being suitable, the ex- 
hibits of herbaceous plants were very 
numerous. Prominent amongst the 
groups was that arranged by Mr. 
Amos Perry of Enfield. This included 
a number of new varieties of the 
Oriental Poppy., showing a range or 
delicate colors from nearly pure white 
through shades of pink and salmon to 
deep red, and some have the peta’s 
finely fringed at the margin. Perry’s 
White (white with a rose bar and 
black spot) and Edna Perry (salmon 
pink, fringed edges), received awa:ds 
of merit. Tall spikes of Eremu:us 
himalaicus, with bamboos, Japanese 
maples and tall grasses formed the 
background of this magnificent group. 

A large group containing all the 
latest varieties of Phlox decussata 
was arranged by Messrs. Gunn & Son 
of Olton, Warwicksbire. Typical 
groups, which might also offer sugges- 
tions for making and planting an her- 
baceous border, were those arranged 
by Messrs. Clark of Dover and Artin- 
dale & Sons of Sheffield. A fine collec- 
tion of German iris was exhibited by 
Messrs. Barr of Covent Garden. 

Lilies and Bulbous Plants. 

Hardy lilies were displayed in a fine 
group arranged by Messrs. Wallace of 
Colchester. This included Liliums aura- 
tum, speciosum, tenuifolium “Golden 
Gleam,” Hansoni, davuricum, umbella- 
tum, and the two new Chinese species 
L. Brownii, L. myriophyllum, the lat- 
ter introduced to cultivation through 
Mr. E. H. Wilson, V. M. H. To this 
fine species an award of merit was 
granted. Also included in this group 
were masses of the brilliant scarlet 
Habranthus pratensis, Calochorti, 
Ixias, Eremurus and Irises. 


Clematis. 

The large-flowered clematis of the 
Jackmanni type were shown in excel- 
lent form by Messrs. Jackman of Wo- 
king, who are the principal growers 
of these magnificent climbers and who

have done so much to evolve new and 
beautiful kinds. Trained to balloon- 
shaped trellis wire-work the speci- 
mens exhibited were less effective 
than plants in gardens growing on 
pergolas or walls or framing windows, 
in which situations their graceful pose 
and enormous flowers always com- 
mand attention. The group, however, 
was illustrative of the wealth of va- 
riety in size, form and color of flower 
now available. Among the most beau- 
tiful were Lady Dorothy Neville (pale 
lavender with darker bar in centre of 
petals), Beauty of Worcester (purple), 
Fairy Queen (white), Nellie Moser 
(satin white with pink bar), Ville de

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most charming sections of the exhibi- 
tion was that devoted to rock gardens, 
which covered several acres of ground. 
Exhibitors were fortunate in having 
undulating ground with well-estab- 
lished mature trees and shrubs, among 
which to place their displays and the 
surroundings as well as the excellent 
arrangement of the exhibits in this 
section did much towards making 
it the great success it undoubtedly was. 
Messrs. Wallace of Colchester were 
awarded the silver cup presented by 
Queen Alexandra for the best rock 
garden. Conceived on a large scale 
and carried out in a thorough manner 
Messrs. Wallace’s exhibit must have 
cost in labor and material no incon- 
siderable sum. It occupied a shady 
dell, the higher ground consisting of 
a rough built stone wall enclicsing a 
formal garden, in the center of which 
was a fountain and around this huge 
borders of herbaceous plants De- 
scending a semi-circular flight of 
stone steps from the formal garden 
the rock garden proper was entered. 
This consisted of two pools one above 
the other, fed from the fountain. Step- 
ping stones provided the means of 
crossing the pools whieh were mar- 
gined with rough stones and bog 
plants. At points of vantage were 
stood standard wistarias, both whi'e 
and blue. Through the shrubberies 
which formed the boundaries, paths 
were formed of blocks of stone by 
following which a _ rustic summer 
house beneath the trees was reached. 
Another exhibit in which water played 
an important part was that of Messrs. 
Baker of Wolverhampton, who ar- 
ranged a delightful little lake’et on 
the level ground, furnished it with 
water-lilies and margined it with ferns 
and grasses, and as a background, 
built a rocky bank of sandstone 
amongst which Alpine plants appeared 
thoroughly at home. A more ambi- 
tious, but in the opinion of some, a 
rather “theatrical” arrangement, was 
that of Messrs. Piper, who constructed 
a rocky cavern covered with a ledge 
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of rock, over which was a miniature 
waterfall which made pleasant music 
and provided a pool for the various 
ferns and bog plants at its foot. The 
gem of the rock garden exhibits was 
“the bit of Yorkshire Fells” construct- 
ed by Messrs. Wood of Boston Spa, 
Yorkshire. The designer of this little 
garden is evidently in close touch 
with nature and is an artist to boot. 
Weathered pieces of limestone were 
selected that bore marks and furrows 
and grey lichens, so that the rockery 
appeared to have been in position for 
generations. Small though it was as 
compared with more ambitious 
echemes, it won volumes of praise and 
a high award from the judges. 

Mr. M. Pritchard of Christchurch, 
Hants, had an attractive garden that 
filled a corner nook surrounded by 
trees and shrubs. The rockery in the 
foreground was well arranged, giving 
place in the distance to a “stepping 
stone” path that led between bam- 
boos. The garden designed by Messrs. 
Pulham & Son (who, by the way, were 


exhibitors at the 1866 exhibition), was 


also good, but perhaps a little too 
“ideal.” It consisted of a stone-built 
garden house on a raised terrace sit- 
uated at the foot of a steep bank, 
which latter was treated as a rock 
garden. A small stream ran through 
the length of it and tumbled over the 
rocks that here and there intercepted 
its course; at the foot was a mound 
of rocky detritus covered with Al- 
pines, suggesting the “wash-out” of 
the miniature torrent. The rock gar- 
den arranged by Messrs. Backhouse 
of York was also a splendid and real- 
istic piece of work and was clothed 
with quantities of choice Alpine plants 
that would take far too much space to 
mention in detail. 


Japanese Gardens. 


Of later introduction than rock gar- 
dens are those which imitate the style 
of gardening practiced in Japan. Al- 
though known by repute ever since 
Japan opened its doors to Europeans 
it is only recently that Japanese gar- 
dens have been adopted in England. 
At the Japan-British Exhibition held 
in London recently, several gardens 
were arranged by Japanese landscape 
artists and no doubt these gave a fur- 
ther incentive to the practice of imi- 
tating such gardens in this country. 
Opinions differ as to the suitability of 
such arrangements for the conditions 
prevailing in England. The Japanese 
see in their gardens in the plants they 
-contain, more than meets the eye of 
the Occidental—the legends associated 
with plants, the meaning of various 
forms of stone, and the laws that gov- 
ern artistic arrangement. Imitations 
of such gardens, then, are lacking in 
these most essential qualities and to 
the Japanese must be meaningless and 
to Europeans nothing more than 
quaint. A very large area was laid 
out as a Japanese garden by Messrs. 
Carter Surrounded by a bamboo 
fence and furnished with bronze orna- 
ments, stone lanterns, thatched 
sheiters and wooden bridges, it con- 
tained all that a Japanese garden 
should. Ornamental sheets of wate: 
were surro"nded by suitable plants and 
contained numbers of gold fish, What- 
ever the ultimate fate of Japanese 
gardens in England may be, this par- 
ticular example was very popular and 
attracted thousands of visitors. 
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NATIONAL FLOWER SHOW, NEW 
YORK, APRIL, 1913. 

The list of premiums to be awarded 
at the National Flower Show is rapidly 
increasing. In addition to the prizes 
listed in the preliminary schedule al- 
ready distributed, and which 
amounted to nearly $10,000, there are 
others which bring the total value t> 
date approximately to $16,000; with 
others promised and to be prov-ded, 
the total prize list at the opening of 
the show will undoubtedly cons‘der- 
ably exceed $20,000. In addition to the 
premiums of intrinsic value, there will, 
of course, be awarded the usual cer- 
tificates of merit and culture. Never 
before in America at a horticultura! 
show has the prize list even ap- 
proached the value of the one in prep- 
aration for the forthcoming show. 
At the recent horticultural exhibit’on 
held in London, the greatest exhibi- 
tion of its kind ever held, the priz: 
list was roughly estimated, by an 
English horticultural journal, at 
£4,000 ($19,480). This amount, it is 
expected, will be exceeded in the value 
of the prizes to be offered at our own 
National Flower Show in.1913: 

The prizes in the Rose section are 
liberal. Over $1,000 is offered for Rose 
plant exhibits, and this amount will 
be more than duplicated for exhibits 
of cut Roses. The Carnation awards 
will be on ‘the same liberal scale. 

The Orchid section will be most in- 
teresting, the many very substantial 
prizes being calculated to bring out an 
unusual number of exhibits covering 
both cut plants and flowers. 

The twelve classes for bulbous 
plants and flowers are likely to prove 
very popular to growers of bulbous 
flowers, both professional and am- 
ateur, and it is not too early for in- 
tending exhibitors to plan their bulb 
requirements in order to enter these 
classes. 

The prizes in the classes covering 
the general groups and collections of 
flowering and decorative plants are 
very generous as well as those for 
specimen and varietal groups.

AMERICAN SEED TRADE ASSOCIA- 
TION 
Thirtieth Annual Convention Held at 
Hotel Sherman, Chicago, Ill., 
June 25, 26, and 27, 
1912. 


The Thirtieth Annual Convention 
was called to order on Tuesday morn- 
ing by President Leonard H. Vaughan, 
who looked into the faces of probab‘'y 
the largest gathering of seedsmen as- 
sembled at an opening session of the 
organization to date. President 
Vaughan congratulated his hearers 
that they were at the close of a season 
which in most lines of the trade had 
been perhaps the most prosperous 
that the majority of the members had 
experienced. He briefly referred to 
pending legislation affecting seed 
trade interests as well as the public at 
large, and was gratified to state that 
the Republican platform had taken 
progressive grounds on the parcels 
post and that it is likely to be imi- 
tated by the Democratic convention. 
President Vaughan recommened among 
other things that the Association print 
a digest or summary of state seed bills 
already enacted and keep the same up 
to date, that a resolution be adopted 
favoring a uniform federal law on 
legal bushel weights, the same to be 
given to the A. S. T. A. delegate to 
the National Board of Trade for action 
by that body. He paid a fitting tribute 
to the “Grand Old Man” of the seed 
trade, Jerome B. Rice, whose death at 
the beginning of this month saddened 
all seedsmen, and whose cheerful 
optimism, encouraging words, p!eas- 
ant smile and twinkling eye will b2 
sadly missed at this and other meet- 
ings to come, because all loved him. 

Harry L. Holmes, of the Holmes 
Seed Co., Harrisburg, Pa., read a 
touching tribute to Mr. Jerome B. 
Rice, which was on motion of Mr. A. 
McCullough adopted by rising and 
unanimous vote.

The financial portion of the re- 
port was referred to the Auditing 
Committee. 

The Wednesday morning session 
was devoted to papers and discussions. 
Forty-six ladies were entertained at 
luncheon on Wednesday afternoon and 
an automobile ride through the vari- 
ous park systems was enjoyed by 254 
visitors filling 40 autos. The ren 
dezvous was at the South Shore Coun- 
try Club where an elaborate luncheon 
was served.

The New York Pure Seed Law.

second and each subsequent violation.

When the use of any such ar- 
ticle or substance is prohibited, each day 
during which or any part of which said 
article or substance is so used or furnished 
for use, shall constitute a —— viola- 
tion, and the furnishing of the same for 
use to each person to whom the same may 
be furnish shall constitute a separate 
violation. Whoever by himself or another 
violates any of the provisions of articles 
three, four, six, eight and nine or section 
three hundred fourteen and three hundred 
fifteen of this chapter or of sections one 
hundred six, one hundred seven and one 
bundred eight of this chapter shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than fifty dollars, nor more than two 
bundred dollars, or by imprisonment of not 
less than one month nor more than six 
months or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, for the first offense; and by six 
months’ imprisonment for the second of- 
fense.

Kentucky 
blue grass is down lower in price than 
at any time in the past four years— 
in fact, present quotations are almost 
one-third off from prices quoted one 
year ago. Red top is not yet harvested 
but a material reduction in price is 
promised. 

As to European seeds, biennial root 
crops will be generally short, particu- 
larly rutabagas. Parsley is almost a 
total failure. Peas, both here and in 
Europe, promise much better than last 
year. Cauliflower will be a little short 
but there is quite a reserve stock on 
hand and prices will not be greatly 
affected.

Plenty of gar- 
denias and lily of the valley, too many 
Sweet peas and not many, but enough, 
Cattleya gigas are at the disposal of 
critical buyers. 


The end of June is 
BUFFALO near at hand, and it 
was noticed that wed- 
dings were in order the past week, as 
there were hardly enough good white 
roses, lily of the valley and white peas 
to fill the demand at times. There was 
a good supply of everything else, but 
prices were not high, as the market 
carried heavy receipts of peonies, car- 
nations and roses, also lilies and other 
outdoor stock. The week ended very 
satisfactorily.

continue to be very much in evidence, 
and a rare combination is the sight of 
peonies and asters on the counters at 
the same time. The asters were from 
Springfield, Ill., grown outside and 
were very good asters, but came too 
soon to sell readily. This week sales 
along all lines were slackening up 
and warm weather appears to be here 
in earnest. 


The market is clean- 
ing up nicely in most 
lines. Lilies are 
about the only thing of importance 
that are not selling up nicely. The 
reason no absolute clearances in this 
line can be effected is because the 
supply is so large that more are com- 
ing in than are really neefed. Roses 
are selling well. The Beauty supply 
is good and equal to the demand. In 
carnations whites alone sell quickly 
and at times they run short, Other 
offerings include asters, gladioli, water- 
lilies, lily of the valley, orchids, and 
large cuts of good sweet peas. 


CINCINNATI 


The quality of 
all kinds of flow- 
ers has been 
away above the average at this season 
of the year. We have not seen any- 
thing quite so good heretofore, as far 
as any of the old timers can remem- 
ber. With the exception of the first 
week of June, there has been no great 
over-supply. Last week the supply of 
first-class local American Beauty roses 
was considerably more than the mar- 
ket could absorb and prices fell off in 
sympathy. Other roses were in fair 
supply and had a satisfactory market 
with the exception of Killarney which 
is running very much below grade as 
usual at this time of year. Carnations 
are too many poor quality blooms, and 
not enough good ones. Plenty of good 
sweet peas and far more than plenty 
of the other kind. Greenhouse glad- 
ioli, of the large-flowering class such 
as Shakespeare and Augusta, find 
ready sale at good prices. There will
